«a Four persons died and 


Montreal, June 16.

ber are missing in a fire which roared through a 
five-storey orphanage and old people’s home here 


today. 


The building, the Ro 
St. Cunegoride, housed 450 persons, some of them 


blind or crippled, but most were 


the blaze broke out. 


At'one point 40 persons 


were reported to be trapped 
in the blazing building. 
Firemen recovered four 
bodies and ‘said there might be 
more in the building. . 
The Hospice, operated by 
Roman Catholic nuns, is in 
mid-town Montreal, 
Shortly after the fire started, 
a fireman said he knew-of two 
deaths. . 
SPREADS QUICKLY 
The blaze spread quickly 
through the bullding,- a land- 
mark in Montreal, and soon 
four floors nvere ablaze, A 
portion of the roof collapsed into 
the fifth floor, where a: number 
of blind ‘persons had been 
housed. : 
«Firemen raised ladders to’ the 
second and third floor windows 
and rescued a number of persons,

Having twice received - sharp rebuff, 
Kremlin leaders may pause before 
again throwing themselves out on e& 
limb. ‘Forgetting .the Wedemeyers 
and MacArthurs, world sacrifices in 
Korea may have prevented World War 
lll. The struggle is far from over, but 
there can be little doubt of tha out- 


-come. If the Chinese Jaunch “new at- 


tacks from behind the Iron Curtain, ° 
they- will only batter. their heads 
against an Iron Wall. They do no: 
more today, they who boasted they 
would throw the UN army into the 
sea, than lose face and all else while - 
getting nowhere. -Onco-ngain boldnoss 
is. reaping its reward. When nations 
stand firm they ‘are half-way to  vic- 
tory. When they sppense’ or-lose grip 
they are near to defeat. Another good 
résult is the evidence that in. spite of.

He told me to ask for news, 
By the time I retuned I beard 
that Mr- Roosevelt, wha had 
been delayed, had just landed 
safely at the scrodrome.

In the talks that followed Mr 
Churchill was the “prime 
mover,” golng continually from 
one villa to the other.

The Photofloods, which

The little men the Americans 
bet with are only minnows—and 
honest, too, When you run an 
iegal-bookmaking busincss you 
have to trade on a good name.

I-well remember that in his 
62nd year he sct out on Lake 
Coniston to beat his own 
water speed record. 

TERRIBLE RISK ‘ 

To hig beloved boat, Blue- 
bird, he and Leo Villa, and 
the other mechanics, ‘had fitted 
a'‘jet engine, It was @ jct 
which could fly an acroplanc 
at 600 miles an hour. 

Nobody had tried jet pro- 
pulsion on water before. No- 
body knew what would hap- 
pen. 

Even Dad's closest friends 
thought’ he was taking a ter- 
rible_ risk. 

But to him ft wos a new 
adventure, with prospects of 
grent achicvernent and — most 
important of all—the possible 
beginning of a revolution in 
water .transport. 

IT asked him for the 100th 
time, “Why do, you do it?" 

He answered then, ag he ai- 
ways did, patiently and with 
a twinkle. in his pate . blue 
eyes: “For the Joy of achieve 
ment, my boy." 

That attempt : with jet-pro- 
pelled Bluebird brought .no 
new record but in that eensc 
only ‘was it’a failure. A great 
deal was learned, and I recall 
the story to show ‘that almost 
until his death Dad lived io 
the spirit of adventure which 
hag meant . time and again 
that Britain DID-1T FIRST!
